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As a defense against- hostile tanks., all open cxearlngs in 
border areas contiguous to Bavaria are to be blocked with 
'iron tank obstacles called "Spanish riders". These are constructed 
of three pieces of L-shaped iron, each piece being approximately 
two meters long., 10 cm wide and weighing 80 kilograms , the 
obstacles are stored at Teeruby (Neumark - N5Q/0 891 and 
Kyrako fNeuern - N50 f'J 99) Some have been distributed to 
localities near Svata Katerina (St. Katharina - N50/U 881.
